work yesterday, he rose In good condition 
and well able to carry out bis part in the 
day's inauguration ceremonies.

I 
was not able to see either Dr. Arendt or 
Count von Mirbach.

You 
might say, however, that Prince Hohen- 
lobe and Baron von Bieberstein told me If 
I succeeded in getting the consent &f Eng- 
land as a party to an international confer- 
ence I might then meet with less opposi- 
tion in Germany.'" 


Sntiago de Cuba, via Key West. Fla., 


March 5. -A young French girl, Mile. 
Louise Flameni by name, who was arrest- 
ed here a week ago by the Spanish author- 
ities as a political suspect, was released 
yesterday. After she bad been kept sev- 
enty-two hours in the "Incommunicado" 
state the French consul demanded her 
trial or immediate release. 
The demand 


was refused. 


Two days later a little French warship 


steamed into this port from Martinique, 
and, accompanied by its oommander, the 
consul renewed bis demand, this time in- 
sisting on the prisoner's unconditional re- 
lease, the withdrawal 
of all charges 


against her, apology for the outrage com- 
mitted upon her, acknowledgment of a 
reasonable claim for damages, and a royal 
salute to the French flag.

A stabbing affray <.ecurred this after- 


noon in a room over No. 564 East Eldo- 
rado street which may result ID a case of 
murder. William Sheridan was stubbed 
several times by Roy Bousman, a young 
man 19 years old who lives nt Hervey 
City. Sheridan was cut in several places 
and the physicians who attended him 
say that the chances are ho will not re- 
cover. Bouaman has not yet been cap- 
tured but two other arrests have been 
made. 


The room where the fight; occurred is 


one which Sheridan rents from Mrs. An- 
nie Brady. The only witness of the cut- 
ting was a young woman name Lula 
Taylor, who Is a sister of Mrs. Brady and 
lives with hor. The story she tells of the 
affair Is as follows: Young Bousman's 
sister and Lula Taylor wero Intimate 
friends. The Taylor girl says that Bous- 
iiuin's sister gave her a ring some time 
ago and that she had been wearing It. 
Today Bousnian came to get the ring for 
his sister. He had been drinking and 
this fact was noticed by the girl and 
Sheridan, who was also present. Sheri- 
dan waas angry because Bonsman came 
to the place In an intoxicated condition. 
He put on bis coat and started to leave, 
but the girl persuaded him to stay aud 
asked him into another roam adjoining 
the one where Bousman was sitting. 
Bousman heard the conversation between 
the girl and Sheridan and called to the 
latter that If be wanted trouble ne could 
get It. This exasperated Sheridan and he 
attempted to put Bousman out of the 
room. In the struggle Bousman pulled a 
knife and began stabbing Sheridan. The 
Taylor g'rl tried to separate the two men 
but lu doing so received a bad cut on her 
wrist.

CLEANING GLOVES. 


A Vexed duration, Bat Result* In 


Good If Well Done. 


The cleaning: of gloves is a vexed 


question. 
The great establishments 


for scouring and renovating clothing 
F^eui to ignore this portion of their 
work with a contempt for such small 
economies quite characteristic of the 
American tradesman. 


The stained, stiff gloves that are re- 


turned by most of our regular scourers 
83 "cleaned" are in marked contrast to 
the work of the French glove-cleaners. 
A glazed kid glove is difficult to clean, 
because the polish is removed in the 
process of the i\ork and cannot uere- 
Etored, but gloves of the soft-finished 
undressed kid, if they are of first qual- 
ity, may be repeatedly cleaned, and 
only grow safter and prettier in the pro- 
cess. They may lose a> little of their 
color, but the more delicate and flower- 
like the bloom on the surface of such 
a glove the more desirable. 


If the gloves are very much soiled it 


will talte patience to clean them thor- 
oughly, but the result will amply re- 
pay one for the trouble, always provid- 
ing they are gloves of fine make. 


Purchase at a chemist's a pint of the 


nicest refined benzine. Do uot attempt 
to get the deodorized fluid; if thegloves 
are properly aired every particle of the 
unpleasant odor will pass away, and 
they wifll quickly take on the fragrance 
of violets or any perfume which lines 
your glove sachet. Stretch the gloves 
—on your hands,—one at a time. It is 
a great com euiencc for tvt o persons to 
do this work together, one putting on 
the gloves and the other cleaning them. 
A pair of wooden hands of the size of 
your hands is a great convenience. 
Have a supply of email cloths of white 
cotton, or, better still, of linen. 
Dip 


Ojie of these cloths in a Httie of the ben- 
zine and begin rubbing 
the 
gloves. 


Clean them first carefully at the tips 
and wherever they are most soiled. Do 
not saturate the leather w ith benzine 
at any time, but apply just enough of 
the benzine with tlie cloth to re- 
move the dirt. It will require vig- 
orous rubbing to do this. 
In a few 


minutes the cloth will be so soiled that 
a clean one must be used. 
.Renew the 


cloth frequently, as it absorbs the dirt. 
Eub the gloves with downward strokes 
from the fingers to the « rist. After a 
short time the gloves w ill be found per- 
fectly clean, but they have now the 
harsh look of a "cleaned glove." 


Bring forward a ~bo\\ 1 of talcum pow- 


der. Kub the gloves thoroughly with it, 
applying it with a flannel cloth. This 
powder absorbs any loninant of oil, 
Buch as is found in even the best re- 
fined benzine, and restores the soft, 
velvety surface of the glove. After the 
glove has been rubbed thoroughly with 
the powder, clean it oft with a fresh 
flannel, shaking the gloves veil. Hang 
them out intheopen airforafewhourb, 
where the sun cannot reach them. In 
;• little while take them in and lay them 
away in your glove sachet. 


Some glove clean A ^ use a prepara- 


tion of one quart, of deodorized ben- 
rine with one (1 nm of sulphuric ether, 
one dram of cli, roform and two dram1- 
of alcohol. T i giove.> are washed in 
this preparation. There is the same 
objection, however, to this ptccess as 
there is to all proee-pcs where the 
leather is saturated, that it is apt. to 
make the gloves stiff and hard. Tal- 
cum powder may be purcha?"d at any 
good druf-jist's shop. — Philadelphia 
Pros...

SKDLL FHACTORED II TWO PLJCES. 


And His Collar Bone Broken—Physi- 


cians Say He Cannot Recover 


From the Injuries He 


Received. 


William Vowell, a man employed at the 


Caldwell livery stable, met with an acci- 
dent this forenoon which will probably 
result In his death. Ho fell from the roof 
of the building to tho second floor, fra€- 
tnrlng his skull and breaking hia collar 
bone. 


Vowell was on the roof of the livery 


stable with two other men making some 
repairs. Ha started to descend to the sec- 
ond floor. _Jnst as he stepped on the lad- 
der a piece of wood which he bad "hold of 
gave away and he fell a distance of about 
fifteen feet. He struct on a large feed 
box and then fell /rom there to the floor 
and bis bead struck on a large chisel. 
The men on the roof heard Vowell fall and 
when they went to bis assistance his head 
was laying in a pool of blood and he was 
In an unconscious condition. 


He was put on a cot and taken to the 


stable office and Dr. Cass Chenoweth was 
called to give him medical attention. 
He 


was later taken in a carriage to the home 
of his sister at the corner of Jasper and 
Cerro Gordo streets, accompanied by 
Tames Bellinger and another man. Dr. 
W. M. Catto was called. The physicians 
say that Vowell's injuries are suoh that 
it is not likely be will recover. 


Vowell Is quite well known in the city. 


He has worked at Caldwell's stable at 
different times and he drove a carriage 
for quite a while. He is 
about 36 


years old and Is unmarried. He is the 
son of of A. L. Vowell of Mt. Zion, who 
was injured In a saloon souffle on the 
night of Janaary 11 last. Vowell Is quite 
highly spot en of and is said to have been 
a good workman. 


At a late hour this afternoon Vowell 


was still in an unconscious condition 
and there were no Indications of any im- 
provement.
